EDCCATION AND SOCIETY 

F undamental to the state’s 

financial commitment to public education is 
the conception of . the place of education in life and 
hr aocsety. Major H. B. King in his currently dis¬ 
cussed report on School Finance in British Columbia, 
points to the mosaic of unreconciled thought, the 
absence of any general agreement, on the objectives 
of the public school system here. 

There is the traditional school of opinion holding 
the view that the purpose of education is discipline—• 
moral or mental discipline. There is the culture school 
—although die re is no consensus as to what is meant 
by a cultured individual. Then, the self-realization 
school, wboae ideas are derived from the philosophical 
writers of the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. 
More modem is the social efficiency or social welfare 
school of thought, which was articulate in pre-war 
Germany when the thing desired was the submergence 
of the individual in the state. 

Justification for the maintenance of a public 
system of education and the extent of its financing. 
Major King points out. must rest upon some principle 
in the sociology underlying such conceptions. "Tht 
basis of the claim for the support of education." says 
he, "is that education is a public function, necessary 
both for the safety and preservation of the state and 
for its progress. The state, or at any rate human 
society, is interested tn perpetuating and transmitting 
itself. It it therefore interested in the kind of citizens 
which are produced, and this gives us our justificatron 
for the expenditure of public money upon and for slate 
systems of education. The public schools exist in 
order to produce the kind of citizens the state requires 
for its safety end perpetuity. This is so even in the 
cast of reactionary states. As the progressive state 
is, furthermore, interested in social progress, it is 
necessarily interested in the production of citizens of 
such a kind at to he capable of social progress." 

But the individual is also entitled to consideration 
at an individual, entitled to be the kind of individual 
ha wishes to be, up to the point of conflicting with 
social well-being. In the balance between these, the 
rights of the state and the rights of the individual, is 
seen the opportunity for the individual to reach his 
highest development as a social being, with • well- 
integrated. well-adjusted personality in a society itself 
thus rendered more stable and secure. 

From these facts. Major King deduces that not 
only must the state, being interested in the kind of 
dozens it it to have, maintain a public system of educa¬ 
tion, but must interest itself in the kind of education. 
Then, because education is necessary for the safety 
•nd maintenance of society, he draws the conclusion 
that the primary obligation for its support rests upon

In an ideal world such a conception of purpose 
might well stand unchallenged. But seeing the present 
as a very much disordered society, a dissident group 
of educationists has arisen with the proposal that the 
relationship between education and society should be 
reversed, that education should be an instrument of 
social change, or, in the terminology of Professor John 
Dewey, that society is properly a function of education. 

This broader issue of whether '‘education is a 
function of society" or “society a function of educa¬ 
tion," with all its highly-controversial implications, has 
been spared our educationists so far. But it is what 
is around the corner, waiting for them once we settle 
the immediate question of how our British Columbia 
schools should be financed.

The night time feeding hours are 
Irregular. After baby la fed at 6 p m. 
he la allowed to sleep until he wakens 
of his own accord. Sometimes this 
may be at i p m., again It may be at 

II or 13. and he need be fed only 
when he awakens for It. The daytime 
policy Is to waksn the baby on the 
hours at which ha should be fed. so 
aa to habituate him to those hours. 

Allowing the baby to choose his own 
night Ume feeding hours encourage* 
his sleeping through the night with¬ 
out a feeding. In the fortunate group 
of babies with whose habits X am moat 
famIIUr. almost without exception 
this policy results in the baby sleep¬ 
ing from six to six without waking 
tor a feeding by the time he Is eight 
or nine weeks old.

Two 
well matched opponents — left 
wing and right wing—growl at 
each other ferociously, though 
neither of them wants to make 
the first pass. 

Nobody cares to rebel in the 
summertime. Vacations loom 
in August. Therefore, if a date 
must be set, people talk about 
October. 

Ona fact, according to well-informed 
observers hers, la the Important point 
about whatever "revolution" Franca 
la awaiting to-day. It win b# a revo¬ 
lution. they say, "from within”— 
that la. staged by a government 
already in power. 

That was the way. historical ljr- 
mtnded Frenchmen remember, that 
Napoleon became dictator. He was 
already consul, and his step up to 
unique power was made with the help 
of the legislative and executive forces 
already functioning In tha land. 

So the next "French revolution” la 
likely to begin within seen!-legal lines, 
and not by a mass uprising of tha 
populace. It might pass without 
bloodshed at first, being merely a 
selcure of more powers by tha author¬ 
ities already In office, who would con¬ 
trol the army and tha all-important 
police and public services. 

The purpose would be to establish 
government along Fasolstie lines—in 
case the Right happened to be the 
agents, or on Marlxst lines, in the 
other case. Either some kind of "Cor¬ 
poratism" or some kind of Commun¬ 
ism—auch Is tha predicted result.

Joined In the war against Prance. In 
the nine yean after 1793. England 
porrowed nearly $1,400,000,000 — a 
huge sum In the values of that day. 
That was 142 yean ago. But that 
debt was still due in 1914 when the 
Orest War broke over Europe. Of 
course. In appearance it was paid, but 
merely by substituting new bonds for 
old. I 

In those 142 yean Britain has 
fought many more wars—against 
Napoleon, against America In 1819. 
against Russia, against the Boen. In 
the long years of comparative peace 
from 1815 to 1855 and then In the 
forty-one years following the Russian 
War. Britain kept paying off yearly 
large sums on those debts. But the 
beet she could do was to settle her 
bills for old wan from 1768—over 150 
yean before—down to 1793.

T’RAVELINO by bicycle on the continent pre-

The delights are the scenery, the quaintness, the 
people and the novelty of it all.

But these 
three or four million men cannot go 
to war barehanded. They must have 
uniforms, shoes, helmeu. gas masks.

In the Great War the Inflation be¬ 
gan before we entered the war. As 
Germany crosasd the Belgian fron¬ 
tier. eveiW boat that landed here from 
Europe ' brought the purchasing 
agents of ths European war machines. 
.They came with cash at first—money 
drawn from their own people by taxes 
and borrowing. Then they began to 
borrow from us. In 1915 England and 
France borrowed $250,000,000 through 
the Morgans. Thereafter, and before 
we began to fight. England borrowed 
another $1,000,000,000 In this coun¬ 
try and Francs borrowed $436,000,000. 
Russia borrowed $102,000,000. Can¬ 
ada borrowed $110,000,000 from our 
people. 


entSy we have a strange, sinister evil 
kind of prosperity which results from 
the fact that the nation la at war and 
must spend countless billions to fight 
Us battles. 

You are now near to the answer 
to ths question. The Inflation con¬ 
sists in the great flood of new spend¬ 
ing power. Where does this flood 
come from? In a war It Invariably 
comes from one source — borrowed 
funds.
